Owners of little 
farms who have transportatiOD facili 
ties can afford \o make a dairy the 
iMisls of their operationa. A place of 
thirty to fifty acres will maintain a 
docen cows, without exdadins poiii 
tiy, TesetaUes and firalt 

The way to make each a dairy p:i.\ 
is to establish a repotatiou for hi^ti 
grade mUk. cream and butter. Private 
customers can be secured who will 
pay liberally for these commodities if 
they are sweet aod wholesome and 
show evidence of intelligent liandlins 
Tbe owner most insist on cleanliness 
about th» tan and to tbt pails and 
cans. 

One problem of the dairjmiui is i.> 
keep tlie milk from being contaminat- 
ed. eMier throng dfart fallinr into tt 
or by its ."ibsorptiou of imdesirahlo 
odors. If the stables are clean. dr\ 
and well rentllatod there will be no 
tad odors for tta miik to absorb. Of 
eoorpe tkere shonld be tio eeaspoolti 
about the stables, and the ground iin 
der the t>arn should be well drained. 
Poor drainage cannot hdp bat cause 
objectionable odors atwut the barn. 
The udder and the flanks of the cow 
should be thoroughly wiped wtth a 
damp doth befbro milldng.

On the contrary, ttau dMNild 
even be petted, as they respond won- 
derfully to kind and gentle trsfttment 
in a way ttat la prottaMe far tta 
owner. 

Onn milker nay ta nbto to gA 20 

per cent more milk than another. The 
milker should not worry the cow by 
loud talking or abuse of any kind. .\ 
cow should to milked quietly »nd 
quickly, and as tta last mfflc drawn 
contains far more fat than the first, 
special care should be taken to get all 
tta strlppings. In milking the whole 
hand should be used, dosing first that 
part next to the udder. The cow'»» 
teat.'; pluailtl he dry when she is niilU 

ed. Wetting tta teata is not only a 
filthy taMt bat tt also allows tta 

teats to chap In bad weather. If there 
Is difficulty in milldng a cow dry a 
small amount of TMaHM may ta nib- 
bed on the hands.
